Sudden Turn of Wrist. 


Hooking is caused by the sud- 
den turning over of the right 
wrist during some pertod of the 
down swing. A player may in- 
troduce the action directly on 
the start of the down swing. or 
the swing may be normal! until 
the club head is very near the 
ball and then the right wrist may 
suddenly eeme over, just before 
or at the moment of impact. 

This sudden roll of the right 
wrist can have only one effect—

that the baseball pitcher applies 
to the ball to deliver an out- 
curve. 

The accompanying diagram 
shews the action of the club 
head in the swing which pro- 
duces a hooked drife. Instead 
of coming into the ball from the 
outside, as in the case of the 
slicer, the club head comes into 
the ball “from the inside out.” 


To this extent the swing is good. 


But that roll of the wrist and the 
improper action applied to the 
bal] causes the spin that results 
in the hook. 


Points to Watch. 


To cure the hook, watch your 
stance and grip. Eliminate that 
right-hand roll, or thrust or jerk 
and you will find that you are 
getting a straight ball. If the 
hook persists and you think you 
have eliminated the improper 
right wrist action, perhaps you 
are standing too far away from 
the ball. .Be sure that your right 
foot is not behind the left and 
see that the ball is not placed 
too near the right foot. ; 

Give particular attention to 
the position of your right wrist 
and make certain that your right 
hand is not too far “under the 
shaft" when you address - the 
ball. It also ts important to see 
that your club head is not turned 
in when you address the ball. 
This ts a habit which a player 
may easily form withornt being 
conscious of it.

Unusual Expansion in Ex-

“We will go out to get a specimen of the giant 
squid, for one thing,” said Mr. Beebe. “Nothing 
is Known about these fearsome beasts except that

This giant squid is a man-killer. There have been 
occasions on which it~has been known to attack 
heavy boats, capsize them, strangle the men in them 
and suck out their blood with its Pumplike ‘‘suck- 
ers,’ meanwhile poisoning the sea water by injecting 
into it an inky-black fluid. Unless it is stabbed in 
ws central “heart,”’ where the twining tentacles con- 

verge in a mass of formless, tough 
flesh, punctuated by two small. cruel 
eyes, the monster is invulnerable. 
Victor Hugo, in his “‘Toilers of the 
Sea,” has vividly described an 
awful combat in which a man bare- 
ly escaped from the terrible clutches 
of the eight-armed beast. 

“Another rare fish we expect to 
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rope could be superimposed upon it without cover- 
ing up its outermost edges. 

Why does this romantic and miraculous floating 
terror gather and clasp into its bosom all the unat- 
tached wreckage from the Gulf of Mexico and the 
Caribbean Sea? What has caused the formation of 
this grim death trap of the ocean? 

It is in reality ahuge eddvying whirlpool, circulat- 
ing sluggishly but irresistibly. Ocean currents keep 
it moving year after year. The so-called main equa- 
torial current strikes directly across the Atlantie 
from the mid-western coast of Africa to Brazil. 
The Gulf Stream flows northward along the Florida 
coast, then eastward toward the British Isles. Thus 
the Sargasso Sea lies in a mighty oceanic ‘“‘hollow,” 
around which these streams are forever circulating. 

Like any other whirlpool, it draws into its center, 
during century after century, everything that floats 
into it; trunks of trees from the forests of Brazil, 
cast out by the Amazon; logwood from Honduras. 
Orange trees from Florida, casks and boats from 
the West Indies, staved-in wrecks and remains of 
all the devastating storms of the Atlantic. old keels 
and skeletons of lost ships, so covered with barna- 
cles, shells and weeds as to be entirely lost to view; 
and every now and then a living ship has been 
drawn in here to its living death. 

The Sargasso Sea has been avoided by mariners 
for generations—even after the advent of the steam-

The Sargasso Sea itself was really discovered by 
Christopher Columbus in 1492, on his first voyage 
to America. Columbus’ little fleet was involved in 
the weeds for two weeks. He managed to extricate 
his caravels, but not until he had quelled a mutiny 
on board, inspired, probably, by the terrors of this 
“marine rubbish heap, where the Atlantic deposits 


all its refuse.” Colum- 


driven vessels gave more independence to seafarers. 

Its peculiar straw-colored seaweed thrives on its 
garbagelike nourishment. It has been growing— 
expanding—for hundreds of years; growing thicker 
and spreading more and more. 

What will be its end? Some scientists have sug- 
gested that it willl eventually decay and turn into a 
great coal deposit, which may in the future supply 
the world with all the fuel it needs. The findings of 
the present expedition may, among other things, 
throw some light on this interesting possibility.

INSECTS USED FOR 


HY don't you eat Insects? 
Nearly every vegetable and 
animal contributes something 
to the world’s food store, yet in- 
gects are neglected and—according to 
some autboritics— wasted. 
“Why is this? It is not because insects 
are not good to eat. In past times they 
were eaten and relished by many races, 


and even today some tribes in Asia and 
elsewhere make them a part of their 
@iet. Many persons eat snails and frogs, 
and crabs and lobsters, which are not 
very different from insects; but the only 


article of food we actually obtain from 
insects is honey. 

In the Bible there ar: 
stances of insects as food. Moses tells 
us of the Jews eating four kinds of 
crickets, and John the Baptist lived on 
locusts and honey. The ancient Greeks 
also ate locusts, and to this day many 
of the peoples of Africa and Arabia re 
gard this insect as a great delicacy. 

In North Africa the natives collect 
huge numbers of grasshoppers, which 
are eaten raw, as well as boiled or fried. 
Insects not consumed at once are dried 
in the sun and stored for future use. 

The ancient Romans used to eat the 


several id 


arvae of beeties. Fabre, the famous 
entomologist, tried the experiment him- 
self. “Roasted,” he said, “they are 
juicy, tender and tasty. There is a cer-| 
tain flavor of roasted almonds, with a 
Vague aroma of vanilla.”’ 

The aborigines of Australia eat moths, | 
which they catch at night by means of 
torches, while in Mexico there are cer-| 
tain tribes which make bread from the | 
eggs of water bugs. In Central America, | 
also, honey bugs are a popular sweet 
meat.

DANGEROUS DERELICTS OF 


UCH interest has been aroused 

in the question of ocean dere- 

licts by the adventures of the 

abandoned Nova Scotia schoon- 
er, Governor Parr. 

This vessel left Ingramport, Nova 
Beotia, on Sept. 25, 1923, with a cargo 
for Buenos Aires, but was dismasted in 
S gale and abandoned on Oct. 3. Later, 
the Elder Dempster liner, Zaria, encoun- 
tered her in mid-Atlantic. A party was 
sent off to her, and she was set on fire. 
— - 
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The fire seems to have burned itself 
out, however, for on July 29 of this 
year she was seen still afloat, between 
the Azores and Portugal, and she has 
been reported by other ships since that 
date. 

Derelicts, like the Governor Parr, are 
a menace to shippinz, as was shown 
when the Allen liner Ionian struck one 
in 1900. She came into port with a 40 
foot gash in her side. 

Sometimes a derelict will remain 
afloat for a very long period, the ree 
ord being probably held by one which 
drifted about the North Atlantic for 31 
months.

every Watts says, the very 
weight and cumbersomeness of the ar- 
mor itself has proved their undoing.

It was other 
species which finally survived by de- 
veloping swiftness and fighting quali- 
ties. Again and again, in the Tertiary 
era, one group of mammals after an- 
other, both before and after the at- 
tainment of huge size, put on armor or 
took to other means of sedentary de- 
fense. In every case they died. “Every 
time,” he says, “the race has been to 
the swift, active and strong, and those 
that trusted in their defense rather than 
defiance have gone under in competi- 
tion with those prepared to face the 
risks involved in attack. The fact that 
turtles and armadillos have survived to 
the present indorses rather than vitiates 
the principle.’’.
